START CAMPAIGN TO 


CONTROL HOG CHOLERA 


An organized effort to control hog 
cholera in Wisconsin has started. The 
Bureau of Animal 
Industry of the 


United States Department of Agricul- 
ture has assigned Dr. A. L. Faunce to 
represent the federal government in 
its fight against 
tlie 
disease. 
Dr. 
J'aunce has arrived from Washington 
and has established headquarters at 
the College of Agriculture. 
Dean H. L. Russell is the head of 
the co-operating agencies for the state, 
•which will include the veterinary de- 
partment of the college and the" live 
stolk sanitary board of which Dr. O. 
H. Eliason is the executive officer. The 
•work is to be entirely co-operative in 
character, the principal object being to 
demonstrate to farmers how they may 
by their own efforts 
reduce 
losses 
trom hog cholera. This cooperative 
•work on the part of the government 
comes as the result of an act passed 
last winter by congress 
which pro- 
vides a fund of $500,000 for a nation- 
vide crusade against the dread dis- 
ease. 


The work will consist of addresses 
at farmers' meetings, veterinary meet- 
ings, commercial clubs, etc., and dem- 
onstrations of the methods of vaccina- 
tion. Particular emphasis will be laid 
upon 
keeping 
premises 
properly 
cleaned and disinfected and in exer- 
cising all precautions possible to pre- 
vent infection and the spread of dis- 
ease. 
Hog cholera caused a loss in this 
Btate of over ?1,000,000 
during the 
last year and of about J73,000,000 in 
the whole United States. It is hoped 
and expected that all parties interest- 
ed will give their hearty support and 
co-operation, for it is inly by active 
co-operation of all concerned that hog 
cholera can be controlled and eradi- 
cated.

LATE PEA CROP IS 


BLIGHT STRICKEN 


Cool Weather Has 
Held Crop In 


Check—Loss Will Be Ex- 
..'—

Madison, Wis., July 14.—"From one- 
half to two-thirds of the late 
pea 
crop will be lost through the ravages 
of blight," said R. E. Vaughan, as- 
sistant in plant pathology at the col- 
lege oCjigrieulture, University of Wis- 
consin, upon his return from an in- 
spection trip through the pea growing 
sections of the state. 


"l>ue to the cool weather which 


held the disease in check, the blight 
made little headway against the early 
peas and a splendid pack was put up, 
but with the corning of the hot weath-" 
er the trouble is developing rapidly 
and playing havoc with the late peas. 
Some fields in the infested district 
are so full of the blight that they look 
as black as they would if burned 
over." 


Now that the blight is so firmly es- 
tablished Mr. Vaughan believes that 
there is little the growers can do ex- 
cept follow preventive measures that 
may lead to better crops next year. 
It is quite possible that for a few 
years, or until the hoped-for resistant 
variety can be developed, the grow- 
ejs will have to raise early peas al- 
most entirely, for these mature dur- 
ing the cool days of June when the 
blight is not so severe. 
At present 
about all that can be done is to get 
the vines out of the way as ensilage 
and practice the rotation of 
crops. 
Care should be taken to select clean 
seed, and peas ought not to be grown 
on the same ground more than once 
in four years. 
"The disease seems to liave gotten 
a stronger 'hold 
on crops on light, 


sanely soil* than on the heavy clay 
soil cropsv' stated Mr. Vauglian, "and 
it is prevalent in varying degrees of 
intensity from Ashland on the north 
to Da;B«;aiiel Rock counties in 
the 


At'lKBlSPnt Mr- Vaughan is conduct- 
ing a-'»*(£es of experiments at the sta- 
tion farm with a view to originating

however, be some time until enough 
of the seed from resistant plants can 
be obtained to be of material impor- 
tance to growers who are suffering 
from the inroads of the blight.

pint of wood .alcohol. Sprinkle this 
copiously among bed clothes and 
squirt it into cracks with a machine 
oil can. One application will not be 
enough; keep it up for two or three 
weeks and even after that use the 
remedy occasionally if you have any 
suspicion that bugs or nits remain. 
Fumigation does not kill the bugs.

Boiled" Diniiei?;—Cook a piece 'ot 


corned beef and.a piece of salt pork 
In the cooker overnight. In the morn- 
ing prepare all the vegetables it IB 
desired to use in the kettle with meat 
The greater the variety the better 
the dinner. Boil ten or fifteen minutes 
and return to the cooker. It is best 
to leave potatoes until an hour and a 
quarter before serving, as they are the 
only vegetables likely to Buffer from 
too long a time in the cooker. When 
they are added bring the contents of 
the kettle to the boiling point again. 
The, liquid from the? boiling dinner 
makes a good soup if the corned beef 
and Bait pork have been parboiled to 
remove some of the salt. 


Boston Beans and Other Dried Veg- 


etables.—In cooking dry beans, the 
time required either in the oven or 
the cooking box will vary with the 
length of time the beans have been 
kept; the older the beans the more 
cooking required. Soak one quart of 
beans overnight; in the morning drain 
them and cover with cold- water and 
heat to boiling. Let boil until the 
skins will burst when touched very 
lightly, adding one-fourth teaspoon of 
soda a few minutes before taking 
from the flre. Drain through a colan- 
der. Return to the kettle and add one 
teaspocnful of salt, one teaspoonful 
of mustard, three tablespoonfulB mo- 
laBsea,,au<I one-half pound of salt pork, 
washed" and scraped, and cover with 
boiling water. Let boil 20 or 30 min- 
utes, then place in the cooking box. 
If the beans are new. six hours in the 
box will be long enough. Old beans 
require longer cooking and should bo 
left in the box overnight, then re- 
heated in the morning, and returned 
to the box. 
They will be ready to 


serve for the midday meal. 


Dried vegetables, 
such as peaa, 


beans, lima beans, lentils or corn may 
be soaked In cold water several hours, 
and then after the preliminary boiling 
of a few minutes kept from six to 
twelve hours in the cooker. They may 
be cooked with salt pork, and thus pre- 
pared they are liked by many, or they 
may be cooked with vegetable oil, as 
olive oil, or they may be cooked plain 
and seasoned with salt, pepper, and 
butter or cream. 
The longer, then, 


dry vegetables are cooked in the box 
the more palatable and the more di- 
gestible they will be.

What To Do With 


Our Dull Children 


By Prof. M. V. O'Shea, Department of 
Education, University of Wisconsin. 


Article No. 2. 


It has been found, too.'that a con- 
iderable proportion of pupils are dull 
ecause they have detective hearing. 
his may be due to accumulations in 
he external ear, or it may due to 
ongestion in the nostrils. It is prac- 
ically certain that any child whose 
ead is "stuffed up" cannot hear with 
istinctness, and it would be a safe 
et that 95 out of 109 such children 
will be more or less dull, unrespon- 
ive, and stupid. Such children will 
e handicapped in this 
competition 
with other children who are normal in 
his respect. Any parents or teachers 
who have a dull child on their hands 
ught certainly to make a test of the 
acuity of his hearing. Sometimes pe- 
uliar facial and bodily habits are due 
o inability to hear clearly in one ear, 
vhile the other may be normal. 
In 
uch a case the child may uncon- 
cious cock his head in such a way as 
o bring his good ear into line with 
he voice or sound he wishes to hear. 
When any such idiosyncracy is 
ob- 
erved, the parents or the 
teacher 
jught not to delay a moment in mak- 
ng a test. It would be best, of course 
f such a child could be taken to a 
competent physician who would ex- 
amine his ears thoroughly, and also 
lis nasal condition, and who would 
test keenness of hearing. But a test 
can easily be made in the home or In 
the school by putting the child in a 
quiet room, blindfolding him, and not- 
ng at what distance he can hear the 
ticking of a water, first with one ear 
and then with the other. The position 
of the watch must be varied without 
the experimenter walking back and 
'orth so that the child can hear him, 
or else the latter will be influenced by 
suggestion. 
, 
One ct the importat causes of dull- 
ness is The grow of superfluous tissue 
in the lower part of the breathing 
passages, a sort of third tonsil, known 
as adenoid tissue. A child: who is af- 
flicted with adenoids always shows 
it in his features. The mouth usually 
hangs open. There is an absence of 
expression in the face. At night the 
child struggles for breath, and never 
has a quiet rest. Not once in a hun- 
dred cases will such a child be thor- 
oughly bright and capable mentally 
The only remedy is to have the ade- 
noids removed by a competent physi- 
cian. In some cities today, 
every 
child is examined for adenoids, and 
for enlarged tonsils, both of which in- 
terfere with perfect respiration, an<] 
so produce a low tone in mind and 
body. This trouble is very common 
among American children. In some 
families every child is afflicted with 
both adenoids and enlarged 
tonsils; 
and unless these be removed, 
there 
will be dullness and even stupidity in 
every member of such a family, 
• 
Again extensive investigations have 


shown that cigarette smoking among 
boys is a very frequent cause of dull 
ness. In a number of places., it has 
been shown that something like 90 
per cent ot the boys who< cannot, do 


away from the temptation to use to- 
bacco. It won't do much good simply 
to command his not to use it, if he as- 
sociates with those who do use it. 
Mere commands are for the most part 
useless. But if parents in any neigh- 
borhood would get together and devise 
practical ways of keeping their boys 
occupied and away from temptatjon, 
they would accomplish vastly 
more 
than to threaten boys if they smoke, 
or to give them formal instruction in 
regard to the evil effects of smoking. 
Properly 
supervised 
public 
play- 
grounds in cities are accomplishing a 
good deal in this direction. The dan- 
ger is often greatest in small towns, 
where there is nothing for boys to do 
but to loaf around the saloon, the rail- 
road station, the livery stable, and the 
barber shop. 
There is another very 
prominent 
cause of dullness in boys and girls,— 
tea and coffee drinking. 
Investiga- 
tions have been made in some of our 
cities, and It has been found 
that 
when children below the age of seven- 
teen or eighteen drink tea and coffee 
their effects are mere or less 'disas- 
trous upon the action of the minds. Na- 
ture never intended that 
a 
child 
should use any kind of artificial stim 
ulant; and tea and coffee are very ac 
tive stimulants for most persons, ant 
for practically all children. Keep tea 
and coffee away from your children if 
you want them to develop mentally in 
the proper way. There is no excuse 
whatever for children indulging In
